There were too many per 
formancei going on at once to suit the 
crowd, and complaints were numerous 
particularly among the small boys, who 
tried their best to see everything, but 
couldn't. The menagerie was the largest 
and finest ever shown In Decatur. 


In this connection it is not inappropri 


ate to speak of ibe business dono in Deca- 
tur on Barnum day. People fiocked to 
the oil/ from points 20, 30 and even 40 
miles distant, and as early as five o'clock 
in the morning the streets began to fill up 
with strangers—some farmers seldom seen 
here. At noon it was next to impossible 
for townsfolk to pass along the streets 
with any degree of speed or comfort 
The hotels, restaurants aid boarding 
houses were full to overflowing, while the 
merchants never bad so good a day for 
business. The cash receipt* of orfe firm 
wa« over $2300, and they might have in- 
creased their sales $1,000 bad there been 
clerks enough. The amber llq uid flowed 
freely, one liquor dealer taking in over 
$800 during the day. There is no doubt 
about it, Saturday was a boss day for the 
Decatur business men, and while Barnum 
took » good-sized lump of money out of 
the town,.still Decatur is ahead so far as 
the cash is concerned.

Lagi winte'r news was received here 


of the arrest at Cherryvale, Kansas, of 
Henry Forrest, formerly of 
Oakley 


township in this county, charged with 
tbe crime of murder. There was con- 
siderable interest 
manifested in the 


case: here, where Forrest was well-known 
in connection with tbe murder of one 
Benjamin Musselman, for which crime 
he was convicted and sent to the peni- 
tentiary' for one year. 
A. telegram 


from Parsons, Kansas, under date of 
Sept. 7, tells a strange story with refer- 
ence to the alleged murder of last win- 
ter, and bow tbe innocence of Forrest 
was established beyond civil. This is 
the story : 


Tremendous 
excitement 
prevails 


throughout this section to-day over the 
discovery of the whereabouts of one 
Charles Buckles, who mysteriously dis- 
appeared from Oaage township, this 
county, last winter, and was supposed 
to have been murdered. When it be- 
came known last December that Buck- 
les had returned to the county, after an 
absence of two years, and had gone to 
the bouse of a Mr. Rambo, in Osage 
township, an old neighbor ; that a pistol 
shot had been heard at the bouse that 
evening ; that Henry Forrest bad been 
there and had quarreled with Buckles ; 
that Buckles was supposed to have 
brought money with him ; that no one 
saw him except Forrest and members of 
the Rambo family ; that be disappeared 
that night, without calling upon his 
father or any of his relatives, leaving 
behind bis satchel and overcoat, which 
were found at Rambo's bouse, there 
were strong suspicions that he had been 
foully'dealt with. Henry Forrest was 
arrested and placed upon trial for the 
offense.

DEATH OF GEN. BUBMSIDE 


The telegraph brings the sad news 


of tbe sudden death of Gen. Burnside, 
which took place at bis residence at 
Bristol, R. I., yesterday morning. The 
career of Gen. Barnside was not emi- 
nently brilliant, but it was peculiarly 
honorable. 
He was one of the most 


gentle and lovable of mea, tbe warmth 
of his nature impressing itself upon all 
with whom he came in contact. 
Tbe 


following brief sketch of his life will be 
found of general interest: 


Ambrose E. Bnrneide was born at 


Liberty, Ind., Mav 23,1824. Entering 
West Point in his nineteenth year, he 
graduated in 1847, distinguished him- 
self as a Lieutenant in the Mexican 
war, and in 1849 and several succeeding 
years was engaged in frontier service in 
New Mexico, during which he manifest- 
ed great bravery in an engagement with 
the Apache Indians. la 1851 he, with 
an escort of three men, traveled 1,200 
miles through the Indian Territory in 
seventeen days. He resigned from the 
army in 1852 to manufacture a breech- 
loading rifle of his own invention. This 
proving unprofitable, he removed to Ill- 
inois and entered the service of the 
Illinois Central Railroad Company as 
oashier, and subsequently became Treas- 
urer of tbe Company. 


GOT, Sprague.of Rhode Island, April 


1961, tendered him an appointment as 
colonel of a Rhode Island regiment. He 
promptly accepted, and took prominent 
part in tb« battle of Bull Run, where be 
was acting brigadier general. He was 
loon promoted^to tbe tank of brigadier 
and then of major general. 


Gen. Burnaide's most Important ser- 


vlo«a:durlng tbe war consisted to com- 
manding tbe expedition to North Caro- 
lina In 1862, the left wing of tbe Union 
army at Antietam, the Arm; ot tbe Po- 
tomac and the Ninth Army Corp*. He 
tMtgned In April, 1865, and was elected 
governor of Rao to Ulan 1 in 1866, 1867 
and 1863. la 1870 be visited Europe, 
and wae admitted within the German 
•nd French lines in and around Paris, 
acting as a medium of communication 
between the hostile nut ions; in tbe inter- 
cat of conciliation. In 1875 be succeed 
•d Wm. Sprague, a* Uniud States eena- 
tor. wring with distinction, and was re 
elected this jear forj^otber term.

borhood. Tbe trial of Forrest oame up 
at the last June term of the court in 
the county, ind though ably defended, 
he narrowly escaped 
conviction, the 


jury disagreeing ; and DOW it transpires 
that Buckles is alive and well, and 
although knowing of the prosecutions 
here and tbe mystery surrounding bis 
disappearance, has chosen to keep him- 
self concealed for purposes best known 
to himself.

Westport, which is only a few miles 
distant from Kansas City. Tbe party 
went out to Mr. Thorpe's, and there 
found their man. 
Colonel True, county 


attorney, accompanied tbe party. 


Buckles made the following state- 


ment relative to the matter, which was 
reduced to writing in the presence of 
all the parties and signed by him : 


"On tbe night that I went home with 


Rambo, Forreat oame over to Rambo's 
with his wifn. 
They got there about 7 


o'clock ; it waa a little after dark. For- 
rest came in. 
He bad a revolver with 


him and pointed it toward my face, and 
told me to take back what I said about 
that girl (meaning his wife) 
I told 


him I would if I had said anything out 
of the way. 
He told me that Dick 


Foster told him that I said 1 had se- 
duced bis wife. 
I told him that I 


would take it back. 
He asked me if I 


knew any harm of bis wife, and I said 
I did not ; that so far as 1 knew she 
waa a respectable girl ; that I always 
had respected her. 
He did not offer to 


shoot me any more. 
When he said I 


had got to take it back, and I supposed 
he would shoot me if I did not, 1 took 
it back. 
After 1 bad said what Forrest 


wanted me to say, he put up his revol- 
ver and started into tbe other room, and 
in a minute or two be came back. 
He 


wanted to fight me, and raised bis band 
and struck me on the side of tbe neck. 
I got up when he struck me, but I did 
not strike back. 
He then grabbed a 


chair, and tried to strike me with that, 
bnt Rambo caught bold of it and said 
he did not want any fighting there ; he 
got between us and caught the chair. 
I did not want to figbt, and when be 
acted that way I wanted to get away 
so I got my hat and left the house, anc 


walked over to Thayer that night and 
ook tbe train. I oame here and com- 
menced working for Mr. Thorpe Feb. 
£2, 1881. I knew Forrest was in jail 
after I oame up here. Mr. Thorpe read 
t in a paper and told me about it. 
I 


leard that they supposed I was murder- 
ed by Forrest. I was greatly surprised 
at it. I thought I ought to have writ- 
en to father, but it seemed as if they 
lad all gon( back on me, and so I neg- 
eoted to, and then I Was afraid they 
would make me some trouble if they 
cnew where I was. Forrest didn't hurt 
me to speak of when be bit me. 
He 


unrt Mr. Rambo more than he did me. 
[ think Diek Foster was to blame for 
:be whole affair. 
If be had not to)d 


Forrest tbe He he did about me Forrest 
never would have made me any trouble. 
Porrest and I were strangers." 


Thus it has come about that the 


charge of murder that has hung like a 
pall over the Forrest and Rambo fami- 
lies for tbe last nine months, is remov- 
ed. They have suffered a punishment 
that they have not deserved, bat they 
have at last been vindicated. Mr. Kim- 
ball is entitled to great credit for tbe 
zeal and energy which he has displayed 
in tbe case. Believing firmly in the 
innocence of bis clients, hs has stoutly 
maintained upon all occasions that 
Buckles would yet be found. 
When 


Forrest was lying in jail ia default of 
bail, and no one of bis neighbors could 
be found who dared to sign his bond, 
owing to the threats that were made 
against any one who should do so, Mr. 
Kimball became his bondsman, and bad 
him released from jail, and gave those 
who denounced him for doing so quietly 
to understand tbat bis conduct in the 
matter was oot to be controlled by 
threats of mobbing and violence, and 
the result has shown his judgment to 
have been correct in tbe matter.

Oath's Interview with Stenographer Murphy, 


oftbeU S Senate. 


"Which of all the men you have 


seen in the senate in more than thir- 
ty years, Mr. Mnrphy, did you re- 
gard as the greatest 1" 


"That is too hard to answer. 


There is one thing I can say. As a 
debater in the senate I think I have 
never seen the equal or superior of 
William Pitt Fessenden. Some one 
has called him the Prince Rupert of 
debate, and there waa a clearness 
and evenness and ability in his 
quick and rapid speeches and inter- 
changes that made him to me one 
of the great characters of the English 
language in legislation. I do not 
think," said Mr. Murphy, "that I 
have ever seen a man of more intel- 
lectual force exerted at the right 
moment than Judah P." Benjamin, 
of Louisiana. 
He was rather a 


samll man, of a swarthy counte- 
nance and Jewish features. 
The 


grasp of his mind was almost in- 
stinctive. I have my doubts whether 
the south took away from the senate 
more of a man than he was, although 
Jefferson Davis was a man of ability 
and a certain Ligh-toned intensity 
which, as long as he stayed in the 
union, made him an object of admi- 
ration. 
He was governed much by 


hispertonal feeling, however, and I 
may say the same of Senator Yulee, 
of Florida, who was a Hebrew, and 
most bitter, vindictive man. Clem- 
ent C. Clay, of Alabama, waa a man 
of equal ability, but of equal acri- 
momousness. One of the greatest 
men I remember in the senate from 
the south was Badger, of North Car- 
olina. He belonged to the style of 
heavy-thinking, statesmanlike old 
men."

The moving did not ac- 
celerate his pulse beyond » beat or so, 
and his temperature remained die same.

For three days he lay more dead .than 


•live. Hi* tongue was black and swol- 
len. He was violently oonvnUed. For 
some time bis pulse WM not discernible. 
Hope wai almost gone, when Joseph 
Bradford, his traveling companion, came 
with a cop and said : "Sir, you must 
take this/ (Wesley writes: "I, thought 
I, will if I can swallow to please him, 
for it will do me neither barm nor good. 
Immediately it set me a vomiting; my 
heart began to beat and my pulse to 
play again ; and from tbat hour the ex- 
tremity- of the symptoms abated." 
Six 


days afterward, to tbe astonishment of 
his friends, and, as he says, trusting in 
God, he set out for Dublin.wbere within 
a week he was preaching as usual. Tbe 
house in which he lay so dangerously 
ill was the hospitable dwelling of Mr. 
Gayer, of Derryagbey, a devoted Meth 
odist ot great respectability. 
His 


daughter, afterward Mrs. Wolfender, 
was now a converted girl 16 years of 
age, and with her mother was Wesley's 
nurse. Great anxiety was felt for Wes- 
ley's life, and while a few select friends 
were praying, that, as in the case of 
Hezekiab, God would add to his days 
fifteen years, Mrs. Gayer suddenly rose 
from her knees and cried, "Tbe prayer 
is granted 1' Marvelously enough,Wes- 
ley's recovery immediately commenced, 
and he survived from June, 1775, to 
March, 1791, a period of just fifteen 
years aod a few months over. 
But 


even Ibis was not all tbe wonder. Al- 
exander'Mather at tbe time was at 
Sheeinces in Kent, when he read in tbe 
newspapers tbat Wesley was actually 
dead. Mather gays he was not able to 
give credence to this, and before be 
went to preach he opened his Bible on 
the words : "Behold, I will add unto 
thy days fifteen years," and away went 
he to tbe chapel and began to pray tbat 
the promise made to Hezektah might be 
fulfilled in the case of Wesley. 


Tbe infidel may scoff and sneer. Tbe 


Christian will continue to believe in the 
efficacy ff 
prayer. This ia a miracle 


tbat never ends, and which will not per- 
ish with time. God may not hearken 
always unto foolish, or unwise, or un- 
timely supplications ; but there will be 
responses enough, in every age and 
clime, to show that He liveth and 
reignetb, and tbat mao has supernatural 
kinship with the eternal powers:
